Commission To Select Site For Enterprise Jail 


The age-old Battle-Of-The- 
Courthouses took another turn 
last Friday morning in a spe- 
cial meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission. The 10 
a.m. meeting in Enterprise had 
been called in accordance with 
law by Commission Chairman 
James L. Sawyer for the pur- 
pose of discussion of the recent 
tuling in the jail suit, court- 
house conditions, Grand Jury 
mandate, etc., and the possible 
sources of funding any solution 
to the problem. Special invi- 
tations were extended to State 
Senator Wallace Miller and 
Representative Jimmy Holley 
who addressed the Commission 
and presented a convey wee 
pared statement outlining their 
positions on the matter. 


Commissioner Don Smith 
read a resolution calling for a 


meeting in December”’ on 
methods of financing the cost 
of the project. 


An amendment offered by 
Commissioner Rex Boutwell to 
include the construction of a 
new jail in the Elba Division as 
part of the motion was voted 
down by Sawyer after Bout- 
well, Jack Hornsby and Gilmer 
Grant had voted in favor, while 
Smith, Bennie Beckham and 
Max Reeves voted against the 
amendment, forcing the tie 
breaker by Sawyer. 

The original motion to pro- 
ceed with the Enterprise jail 
was approved on a 3-0 vote, 
after Boutwell, Grant and 
Hornsby abstained from 
voting. 

An earlier discussion on 
appealing the court’s decision 
was discontinued after Attor- 
ney Warren Rowe agreed to 
file the appeal if the Com- 
mission desired, but advised 
them that the ruling was 
according to law and any 
appeal would be hopeless. 


The prepared statement 
from Miller and Holley clearly 
indicated they didn’t favor 
state government making deci- 
sions for local government. It 
read, “‘Any solution to the jail 
problem that we might be 
asked to participate in would 


need to be communicated and 
requested to us in the form of 
a resolution for our consider- 
ation and study; and our 


positon concerning taxes is that 
the citizens of Coffee County 


must have the right to vote on 
any additional taxes.”’ 


Holley added a few com- 
ments, restating the joint stand 
in the prepared statement pas-

sed out to the commissioners, 
and added a persona! opinion 
that the jail problem was the 
commissioners’ problem and 
not a problem of the legislative 
delegation.

Alabama pecan growers and 
timber producers whose trees 
were destroved by Hurricane 
Frederic 

The measures would also 
apply to other fruit and nut 
tree producers who suffer 
losses due to fire, storm or 
other natural disaster 

Alabama is the third 
largest pecan producing state 
in the nation -- and 80 per 
cent of that crop is concen- 
trated in hurricane ravaged 

le and Baldwin Coun 
ties 

Pecan groves, many that 
had been nurtured for 
decades, were decimated by 
hurricane winds and some 


growers lost as many as 2,000 
trees. 

Some growers suffered 
as much as $750,000 of unin- 
sured economic losses, not in- 
cluding the value of the cur- 


rent year’s crop. For these 
farmers it will cost up to 
$100,000 to replant trees and 
it will take at least 12 years 
for the trees to mature into 
healthy nut-producers. 

Many of our pecan 


growers face a grim future if 
we do not rally to their sup- 
port in this time of severe 
crisis. 

Alabama's timber pro- 
ducers, both large and small, 
face this same dismal future. 


Entire tracts of 
timberland in South 
Alabama will have to be 
cleared and reforested. The 


losses to many of our timber 
owner-producers, many unin- 
sured, are truly staggering. 

The problem they face is 
that current tax laws prevent 
them from claiming a fair 
casualty loss, thus they can 
only recover a fraction ot 
their real losses.

But for many 
of these growers, the tax base 


in pecan trees and timber is 
minimal since it is the handy- 
work of nature along with the 
husbandry of the hard- 
working tree grower that pro- 
duces the healthy, mature 
{ree 

Growers who planted 


their trees decades ago have 
no tax-deductable base in the 
trees, thus no tax loss, even 
though real economic losses 


are great. 

My bills would allow the 
pecan growers and timber 
producers special considera- 


tion under the casualty loss 
provisions of the Tax Code. I 
believe the equities of the 
situation are such that special 
treatment is well justified. 

In the event that the in- 
dividual grower’s loss _ is 
greater than his income for 
the loss year, my bills will 
allow him to carry back the 
excess loss deduction ten-tax 
years, and, if necessary, carry 
the loss forward an additional 
four tax years. 

The purpose of the car- 
tryback provision is to 
generate a pool of capital 
through tax refunds which 
would enable the person who 
suffered the extreme loss to 
get back on his feet. 

A lifetime of hard work 
by Alabama pecan growers 
and timber producers is at 
stake and if Congress does 
not act expeditiously many of 
these people will be wiped out 
financially. 

We must respond to the 
needs of the people who haye 
suffered such tremendous 
losses and I have called upon 
this Congress to take speedy 
action.

BREAKFAST 

What has happened to 
breakfast? Did you know that 
one out of eight persons has 
stopped eating breakfast. 
Many others get by with just a 
cup of coffee and maybe a 
piece of toast or a sweet roll. 

Reasons given for skipping 
breakfast are ‘‘I just don’t 
have time,”’ “I don’t like eggs 
or cereal,’’ ‘‘I’m trying to lose 
weight,’ and so on. 

However, it doesn’t take 
much time to pour and drink a 
glass of juice and eat a piece of 
cheese. There are many 
quickly prepared foods. Also 
you can have anything for 
breakfast. It doesn’t have to 
be eggs and bacon or cereal 
and milk. Try cottage cheese, 
yogurt, a peanut butter sand- 
wich or the leftovers from last 
night's dinner. 

Skipping meals is not a 
good practice for losing weight. 
Many overweight people skip 
breakfast, eat a light lunch, 
then a heavy dinner and snack 
all evening! Studies with

TIME-SAVING TIP 

It seems like we never have 
time to slow down and take 
things easy here in Coffee 
County. One way we can help 
create time for enjoyable acti- 
vities is by reducing the 
amount of time spent com- 
pleting ordinary household 
chores. 

For instance, cutting down 
on the amount of time spent in 
caring for clothing can aid in 
saving time for more important 
tasks. When drying clothes, 
set the dryer to stop before the 
clothes are thoroughly dry. 
Hang them immediately to 
prevent wrinkling and to avoid 
extra pressing. 

Get the whole family in the 
habit of using the washing 
machine as a hanger for all 
white clothes.

PLANT SPRING BULBS NOW

Success with spring bulbs 
depends largely on the selec- 
tion of good, healthy quality 
bulbs.

Good, firm. plump bulbs 
should produce flowers the 
first season after planting since 
the flower buds are already 
formed when the bulbs are 
purchased.
